The word “investment” should be broadly interpreted to include not 
only bank accounts and securities, but insurance policies, your own home, 
real estate, mortgages, and other forms of capital.

Big Gravel Deposit 


One Of Largest Deposits In World 
Found On H. B. Railway Line 
That the pleistocene deposit of 


gravel in the ‘region of Mile 507, 
Hudson Bay Railway, is one of the 
largest in the world, was the opinion 
offered by Dr. A. P. Coleman, geo- 
logist of the University of Toronto, 
prior to his return to the east. Dr. 
Coleman has just come south after a 
brief geological survey of the Hudson 
Bay territory. 

The pleistocene deposit is playing a 
most important part in the develop- 
ment work at Churchill, Dr. Coleman 
declared, as it is being utilized for 
building up the tidal flats as well as 
in ballasting. The formation is two 
miles in length and more than half 
a mile wide. Dr. Coleman asserted 
that evidence points to the fact that 
several thousand years ago Churchill 
had a climate similar to that of the 
| middle westetn states. It was not 
tropical, he said, but it was much 
warmer than it is in the present day. 

Discussing the report heard some 
time ago that helium gas was likely 
to be found in the Bay region, the 
geologist declared that it was unlike- 
ly as exploration to date has failed to 
bring /to light the semblance of 
helium-bearing forrfation.

Oats make a very good “trap crop,”

The date for voyage has been 
advanced with ti that it might 
be politically beneficial to divert the 
minds of the Indian people from some 
of their troubles on the eve of the 
proposed round table conference. 
Earlier arrangements serve also to 
demonstrate the faith of the industry 
in the future of the airship commerce. 
In official circles, ‘the voyage of the 
R-100 ts regarded as an entirely suc- 
cessful experiment.

The R-101 differs in several 
respects from her predecessor, She 
is 783 feet long which is 43 feet more 
than the R-100, and has several addi- 
tional features provided for safety 
on the voyage and comfort of the 
passengers. 

One of the features will be a smok- 
ing compartment, provided with 
small lockers where passengers may 
keep matches, tobacco and cigars. 
On the R-100 smoking was absolutely 
forbidden, mainly because of the pos- 
sible danger from gasoline fumes, a 
danger that will hardly exist on the 
R-101, which is fitted with crude oil 
engines. 

On the Indian voyage, she will 
be commanded by Flight-Lieutenant 
Irwin, and Major Scott will again be 
on board. .

Sir Hubert Wilkins, arriving in New 
York on the North German Lloyd 
liner “Bremen,” announced that he 
had virtually completed plans fdr his 
undersea passage in the North Polar 
regions, which he will undertake next 
summer in an obsolete submarine, 
which will be placed at his disposal 
by the Navy Department. 

He has gone to Philadelphia to ex- 
amine the discarded submarine O-12, 
which he ‘plans to rechristen the 
“Nautilus.” In this out-of-date craft, 
Sir Hubert, with several other scien- 
tists and a crew of 18, will explore 
beneath the ice-choked waters for a 
period of about 50 days. 

Sir Hubert expects to cover some 
2,500 miles during this period. The 
submarine will be equipped with an 
ice-cutting device that will bore a 
hole upward, when the submarine’s 
super-structure is close to the bot- 
tom of the ice floes. He will thus 
be able to send men to the surface 
of the water through the ice to con- 
duct experiments and make observa- 
tions. 

The submarine will attain the 
speed of between three and four 
knots, when submerged. He expects 
to leave New York next May in the 
submarine and proceed to  Spitz- 
bergen. From that port he will then 
begin his undersea studies of cur- 
rents, etc., and will pass under the 
North Pole emerging in the ice floes 
of the Behring Sea. 

During the passage beneath the 
surface of the northern waters, Sir 
Hubert plans to broadcast daily with 
a special radio set. The submarine 
is 175 feet in length. Among those 
who will accompany the explorer 
on his Polar voyage will be Dr. H. 
V. Sverdrup, who accompanied 
Amundsen on_ several explorations, 
and Dr. Beining Meindez.

shows a rise to 12.67 per cent.

One Cent Stamp Issued Many Years 
Ago Now Worth $40,000 
Probably the most classic example 


of the economic law that scarcity 
creates value is on exhibition in 
Boston, Massa one cent stamp 


worth $40,000. 

It is the property of Arthur Hind, 
Utica, N.Y., manufacturer, hotel 
owner and philanthropist, whose 
$500,000 collection of stamps constl- 
tutes, financially speaking, just about 
half of the National Philatelic exhibt- 
tion of 1930, which was opened at 
Horticultural Hall, in Boston, Mass. 

The history of the stamp goes back 
to 1866, and to British Guiana. The 
postmaster of that then isolated col- 
ony had found his supply of stamps 
exhausted. In the emergency a local 
printer was called into conference, 
and, with the aid of a picture of a 
ship, borrowed from a_ local news- 
paper, and a hand-set inscription, the 
stamp was turned out. 

A few days later the regular sup- 
ply arrived and the makeshifts were 
destroyed. Sixty years later, the 


only known copy came into the pos- 
session of Hind for $32,000, and to- 
day collectors say it is worth at least 
$40,000.
